He sought to be all things 
to all men. He declared, for ex- 
ample, there was no right of se- 
cession, yet he also said there 
was nothing the federal gov- 
ernment could do about it. 

A firm president might have 
held his party and the union 
together . without war. But 
the Democrats split and Lincoln 
was el By then the ex- 
tremists had either deceived or 
intimidated most of those who 
wanted to avoid war. Even in 


South Carolina there was much — 


opposition to secession, but she 
almost hysterically declared her- 
self out of the Union. 

In 1948, the Dixiecrat plan. 
failed in its attempt to defeat the 
Democratic nominee, Harry S. 
Truman. In 1952 the same ele- 
ments joined to swell the Re- 
publican triumph,

Today there is no third ‘party 
talk save in South Carolina. 

On Monday eyen Mississippi's 
implacable Senator Eastland 
said he could, and would, go 
along with the 1952 Democratic 
platform plank on efvil rights. 

Yet, on the same day South 
Carolina announced a national 
committée, composed entirely 
of South Carolina Democrats, 
which proposes to write a civil 
rights plank for introduction in 
the National Convention. 

The gentlemen concerned 
know full well, before they put 
pen to paper, or mind to con- 
sideration of phrases, that their 
extreme ideas will not.be ac- 
ceptable to the convention. 

Even Senator. Eastland of, 
Mississippi, who is regarded by 
many as a very immoderate 
and extreme man, apparently is 
calm compared with the South 
Carolina Democrats. 


The South Carolina plans call 
for- publication of the plank a 
day before the convention con- 
venes. 

This can do only one thing— 
split the convention. 

There is no slight chance of 
an extreme South Carolina 
plank being written into the 
platform. The gentlemen who_ 
propose to write it are aware of 
this. There remains a chance 
to retain the 1952 plank, which 
Senator Eastland publicly says 
he will accept, and thereby hold 
to some slight chance of keep- 
ing the Democratic Party as a 
national force. But, not if South 
Carolina is successful in co 
ercing other Southern states to 
support her own state interests 
against the national party. 

It is at once apparent this is 
the vehicle on which the South 
Carolinians mean to ride out of 
Chicago into a third party ‘con- 
vention. 


Warning 

The compulsive determination 
of some Southern Democrats to 
disembowel themselves _ politi- 
cally, in the manner of a defeat- 
ed Japanese general commit- 
ting hari-kari, is an almost in- 
credible spectacle. 

Congress has 531 members of 
which 121. are Southern Demo- 
crats. This is 22 per cent. Yet, 
between them Southerners hold 
60 per cent of the committee 
chairmanships including 
the Senate and ader- 
ship. 

Even if President Eisenhower 
is presently a favorite, a united 
Democratic party can win and_ 
continue control of the Con- 
gress. 

But it cannot if South Caro- 
lina is allowed to.coerce other 
states into political suicide. If 
the South Carolina Democrats 
wish to disembowel themselves, 
‘by all means let them. But 
there is no logical reason for 
other states to applaud—or join 
in a mass orgy of political self-

Kefauver 
Write-Ins 


CHICAGO, April 10—Adlai E. 
Stevenson tonight was overwhelm- 
ing Sen. Kefauver’s ‘‘write-in’’ bid 
in Illinois for the .Democratic 
presidential nomination. 


While the write-in vote count 
fell far behind the tally taken 
from voting machines in Cook 
County (which was more than 
half of the state’s registered 
voters) the trend indicated Ke- 
fauver would fall considerably 
below the 10 per cent of the popu- 
lar vote his backers here had 
called for. 

Kefauver’s name did not appear 
on the ballot in today’s presiden-) 
tial primary election. 


64 GOP DELEGATES . 
The candidates were bidding for 
the preferential support of the 
Democratic party’s 64 presiden- 
tial nominating votes at thé na- 
tional convention. The Illinois 
delegation to the convention is not 
bound by the primary results. 
On the Republican side Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was running far 
ahead of California’s Sen. Know- 
land. Neither was an active can- 
didate for the preferential support 
of the GOP’s 60 Illinois nominat- 
ing votes. 


Returns showed: 


Republican 3,232 of 9,511 pre- 
cinets: Eisenhower 147,459; 
Knowland, 8,366. 

Democratic, 3,817 of 9,511 pre- 
cincts: Stevenson 381,810; write- 
ins: 1,174 of 9,511 precincts: Ke- 
fauver 2,641. 


VOTING LIGHT 


It appeared that the voters of 
Illinois had not shunned the polls 
in a primary election in such 
numbers since 1944. 

It was indicated that not more 
than one-third of the eligible vot- 
ers had gone to the polls, de- 
spite general fair weather. 

The primary elections were 
quiet and orderly. 

Eisenhower carried Illinois with 
almost 55 per cent of the total 
vote when he and Stevenson were 
matched in the 1952 presidential 
election. 


Gov. William G.- Stratton, the 
state’s No. 1 Republican, moved 
well out ahead of four challengers 
in his bid for nomination for a 
second term.

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Mr. Dulles Admits 
New ‘Brink of War’ 


Secretary of State Dulles finally 
seems to have begun to wake up to the 
fact that there is a crisis in the Middle 
East—a crisis that could involve this 
country in war—at least a Korean-type 
war. 

That is the significance of his state- 
ment to congressional leaders yesterday 
that the administration may have to re- 
quest permission to use American forces 
if acute danger develops. His staternent 
followed that of President Eisenhower, 
who finally got around Monday to saying 
this country will resist any aggression in 
the area. 

Both actions were long overdue. Why 
the administration and Mr. Dulles here- 
tofore have refused to accept facts is im- 
possible to understand. This refusal has, 
in effect. led us to another “brink of 
war” precipice that stems from sheer in- 
action. 

Such a statement from the President 
and such an action from Mr. Dulles weeks 
ago might have prevented the situation 
from reaching the present crisis stage. 
Lack of any firm policy has invited the 
Soviet Union to promote acute tensions 
and has encouraged the Arabs in aggres- 
sive designs. 

Meanwhile, American prestige abroad 
has dropped to a new low. Free world 
capitals which formerly looked to this 
country for leadership are not finding it. 
As New York Times writer, Harold Cal- 
lender, reports from Paris: 

“Europeans are convinced that Ameri- 
can foreign policy has lost much of the 
vision, resourcefulness and flexibility 
that distinguished it from 1947 onward, 
when the United States departed from its 
traditions by accepting far-reaching com- 
mitments to check Soviet imperialism.” 

European leaders, Mr. Callender 
writes, are convinced that the far-sighted 
policy adopted then saved Europe from 
communism. They are even more con- 
vinced that this policy has failed to move 
and evolve with the times under Secre- 
tary Dulles. 

The United States is taking a beating 
at the hands of the Communists through 
rigidity and lack of imagination in the 
U.S. Department of State. 

Mr.-Dulles’ blundering, in other words, 
is permitting the Russians to carry the 
ball and to maneuver us into positions 
that are always defensive—the “brink of 
war’ positions on which the secretary 
seems to wait. 

Let’s hope these belated actions calm 
the Middle East situation. Let us also hope 
that the Eisenhower administration finally 
sees the light about Secretary Dulles and 
replaces him with someone more in tune 
with the times. 


Marine Corps Tragedy 


Is Reminder of Times 


The United States Marine Corps, 
which provides its recruits with the best 
training and superior esprit de corps, has 
encountered a tragedy. A typically rig- 
orous Marine Corps recruit night training 
operation became lost in marshes and 
six men lost their lives in the inky night 
and in panic from the waters of a tidal 
stream. 

The sympathy of all goes to the fam- 
ilies of these men who were so tragically 
lost. It is one of the harsh facts of our 
present life that we must remain mili- 
tarily strong and that some of our young 
men lose their lives in peacetime military 
training in aircraft, heavy weapons, in 
paratroop maneuvers and in military op- 
erations in general. It seems to be one of 
the heavy costs we must bear. All of 
which does not make the loss of loved ones 
any easier to bear but the fact remains. 

These sad disasters should make us 
ever-mindful of the fact that we must 
never lose sight of the main objective— 
which is to do all in our power to work 
for peace. Until we can produce the ma- 
chinery and the will to use that mechan- 
ism, preparation for possible war must 
go on, with loss of life in training an 
inevitable part of it.

This Pan-American Day 
To Honor Cordell Hull 


The late Cordell Hull, who as Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt's secretary .of state was 
the prime mover of the policies which led 
to the Organization of American States, 
will be honored April 14 at Pan-Ameri- 
can Day observances in Washington. 

A bust of Mr. Hull will be unveiled 
then in the Pan-American building at 
ceremonies attended by the ambassadors 
‘of the 21 nations in the group. Speaker 


of the day will be Dr. Milton Eisenhower, 


brother of the President and authority on 
Pan-American relations. 
The fair degree of amity prevailing 


among the nations of the Western Hemi- 
sphere is. one of the monuments to Mr, 
Hull, who died last July. A realistic Pan- 
American policy grew out of the days of 
World War II when events showed the 
nations of the New World the wisdom of 
a “united we stand, divided we fall,” 
policy. 

During the post-war years this pol- 
icy has deteriorated somewhat, but gen- 
erally speaking the lands of North and 
South America realize their common des- 
tiny. United States aid in the form of dole 
lars and the loan of technical experts has 
helped keep relations relatively cordial. 

There is no denying, though, that there 
still exists a gulf of misunderstanding be- 
tween the civilizations of the northern 
and southern halves of the hemisphere. 
This gulf best can be bridged by an ex- 
change of students, professional men, 
writers and others whose activities help 
influence public opinion. 

Currently there is a fund-raising 
drive on for the Cordell Hull Foundation 
for International Education. This foun- 
dation’s object is to finance a reciprocal 
educational program between the two 
continents, a laudable objective and one 
which in future generations should pay 
off handsomely for all countries con- 
cerned. me

The re-election of Miss Ira Jarrell to 
a new four-year term as school superin- 
tendent and the appointment of a 15- 
member citizens advisory committee to 
help guide the expanding school program 
are pleasing to the majority of At- 
lantans. 

Certainly the board of education’s 
action reflected the esteem in which Miss 
Jarrell is held and is a good indication 
that continued orderly progress will be 
made in meeting the tough challenge of 
Atlanta’s growing educational problems. 
It -indicates, too, that there is no basic 
disagreement about the direction of the 
schools. 

The advisory committee is composed 
of some of the community’s most capable 
and level-headed citizens. It can render 
a splendid service in helping to adjust 
to changing conditions and expansions in 
the school system. It can assist consider- 
ably in the eventual implementation of 
the Ivey report. 

One of the really tough problems 
ahead is resolving the differences of opin- 
ion on the new budget law. There is genu- 
ine confusion concerning just what the 
law means. It has been given different 
interpretations by city officials, state of- 
ficials, legislators and school officials. 

There is no disagreement that Atlanta 
must have a progressive, long-range 
school program. Enrollments still are in- 
creasing and schools still are crowded. The 
task of staying ahead of the game or of 
just merely keeping up with growth is 
tremendous. 

It is gratifying to see Atlantans taking 
an active interest in school problems and 
their willingness to participate in solving 
them.

A Public Denied Facts 
Lets Democracy Die 


More and more the flow of informa- 
tion from public agencies to the public is 
being dammed. 

That’s what the chairman.of the Free- 
dom of Information Committee of the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors 
recently told a conference on the com- 
munication of ideas. The chairman is J. R. 
Wiggins, executive editor of the Wash- 
ington (D.C.) Post and Times Herald. 

Said Mr. Wiggins: “Government in the 
last few decades—whether local, state or 
federal—has been saying with increasing 
frequency that some information hitherto 
available to the public now must be 
withheld.” 

He said a great deal more by way of 
developing his theme. His conclusion was 
that the tendency to close channels of 
information is cause for worry. 

The worry is not just that of news- 
papermen. The public is becoming increas- 
ingly aware of the desire on the part of 
its servants to withhold the news. 

Thinking people know that in a 
democracy the validity of decisions made 
on election day is determined by the 
validity and scope of information in the 
hands of the public. 

Stop the flow of information or spoon- 
feed it and democracy is dead.

If turn-of-the-century politicians had decided the village smithy 
must be preserved as a way of life, they could have-preserved it— 
for a while anyway—by having the government buy up all the sur- 


plus horseshoes. 
appeared. 

Some became garages, some 
factories. Some blacksmiths sim- 
ply went into other businesses 
more in tune with the times. It 
was a natural and normal evolu- 
tion; an attempt to stop it would 
have been costly not only: in dol- 
lar subsidization but in retarding 
economic growth. 

Now the politicians are in a 
flap about the “disappearance” 
of the so-called family-size farm. 
It must be preserved, they say, 
both as a ‘‘way of life’ and in 
order to prevent much of the na- 
tional economy from falling to 
pieces. 

That the family farm is ac- 
tually going to disappear we 
doubt. But unquestionably the 
number of such farms, like the 
total farm population, is decreas- 
ing. And beyond doubt this trend 
can be halted if it is considered 
worth any cost to do it. But be- 
fore deciding that it is, some 
questions ought to be asked and 
answered. 

Why is the farm population, in- 
farmers, de- 
clining? Because for more than 
a generation American agricul- 
ture has been steadily producing 
more and more with fewer and 


Instead, the blacksmith shops have mostly dis- 


fewer hands. 

But is this ability to produce 
abundance with little manpower 
a bad thing? Of course not. It is 
the dream of every undeveloped 
country in the world. 

Now what happens to the farm- 
ers who are no longer small 
farmers? Some have become big, 
or bigger, farmers. Some have 
left farming to work in towns and 
cities; of these some are certain- 
ly doing better than they would 
be trying to farm an uneconomic 
unit. Some undoubtedly have been 
unable to adjust, or are adjusting 
with difficulty. But no society has 
yet figured out a way to make 
everything easy for everybody. 

Finally, what about the small 
farm as a way of life? The argu- 
ment seems to be that it is spirit- 
ually and politically a healthy 
situation to have many people 
owning and working their own 
small acreages. Other things be- 
ing equal, perhaps it is. But re- 
member that what is under dis- 
eussion is the farmer with an in- 
come of less than $2,500 a year. 
To put it bluntly, the way of life 
the politicians are eager to pre- 
serve is in many cases a way of 
semipoverty.

These are mild in character. 
They are in fact matched, and in 
some respects exceeded, by a se- 
ries of bills jointly introduced 
more than a year ago by a bi- 
partisan civil rights bloc of Re- 
publican senators and Northern 
and Western Democratic senators. 


Three of these measures re- 
cently were reported favorably to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
by its constitutional rights sub- 
committee headed by Sen. Tom 
Hennings (D-Mo), 


Nevertheless, the civil rights is- 
sue offers a political challenge to 
the national Democratic Party 
which will require considerable 
vigor and plenty of diplomacy to 
meet in this pre-election session. 

This is because of the hostility 
to civil rights legislation found in 
the Southern wing of the party, 
which is so well entrenched in key 
congressional positions that it 
speaks with such authority on 
policy. This powerful Southern 
element also is unusually sensi- 
tive now on this subject because 
of the Supreme Court public school 
integration decision which keeps 
the spotlight constantly on the 
South. 

The Democratic Party nation- 
ally is somewhat embarrassed by 


the projection of the civil rights 
issue into Congress. This is be- 
cause one of the Southern extrem- 
ists—Sen. Eastland of Mississippi 
—recently succeeded to chairman- 
ship of the Judiciary Committee, 
which will have jurisdiction in the 
Brownell program and_ similar 
civil rights proposals, 

A tiptoe approach is noted in 
both the Eisenhower administra- 
tion and the Democratic civil 
rights bloc toward civil rights leg- 
islation in this election year. This 
is evidence of the desire of both 
to give the South the least possible 
offense while trying at the same 
time to woo Negro votes. : 

For example, the controversial 
bill to prevent discrimination in 
employment on account of race, 
color or national ongin — the long 
familiar FEPC—is included in 
neithe.. the Brownell program nor 
in the three bills reported to the 
Judiciary Committee by the Hen- 
nings subcommittee. 

Those three bills were described 
as ‘‘a minimum basic package of 
Humphrey (D- Minn), who _ is 
among those pushing for action by 
his party at this session. By leave 
ing out the FEPC, the Democratic 
civil rights bloc avoids certain fili- 
buster by Southern senators.

“The officials wouldn't let anyone walk 
with me that I knew. I just wanted to talk to 
one of my friends and they wouldn’t let me talk. 

“I was nervous anyway and all the help I 
could get I could use. I don’t mean clubbing help 
or anything like that, just someone friendly to 
talk io. 7 : 

“I don't want people to think I’m peeved at 
anybody back there because I’m not. I don’t 
have a sour taste in my mouth. But I certainly 
wasn’t getting any of the benefit of the doubt.’”’ 

The 24-year-old amateur, who blew a four- 
stroke lead during Sunday’s final round when he 
fired an 80, finished one stroke behind winner 
Jack Burke’s 289. 

Venturi said he still was puzzled about the 
switch in pairings on Sunday which sent him out 
with Sam Snead rather than Byron Nelson, who 
is a personal friend of long standing. He said he 


originally had been paired with Nelson, but at the 
last minute was sent out with Snead. 


for the Greensboro Open this weekend, Snead 
told the Assiciated Press: 

“There was not a thing I could do but wish 
Ken well and try to keep him relaxed and give 
him encouragement; which I did all the way. 
I told him to just try to play relaxed and not pay 
any attention to the crowd.”’ 

What perturbed Venturi even more, he said, 
was the fact that Burke played with Mike Sou- 
chak on the last day. 

**They're real good friends,’’ he said. ‘‘I heard 
from different guys that when Burke made a 
fantastic putt for a birdie Souchak jumped up 
in the air and was happy for him. 

“I didn’t have anybody to talk to and I was 
undcr a strain. This was the biggest thing in 
my whole career and I couldn't get any moral 
support. 

“I was lonesome. There was a big crowd of 
people, but I was all alone and when one of 
my friends came up to talk to me on the 17th 
tee I suddenly looked around and he was gone. 
He told me later the officials told him to leave.”’ 

The friend was national amateur champion 
Harvie Ward, with whom Venturi works for an 
automobile agency here. ~ 

Venturi said it was unlikely he’d play in any 
open tournaments before the National Open at 
Rochester, N.Y., in June. His plans for the next 
few months are to practice and play only in 
amateur meets in this area. 

“But I'll be ready for the Open,” he said.

ALBANY—They never played a love scene, and even the 
most dedicated press agent couldn't say anything for the way 
they fill sweaters, and yet Hollywood has no more potent charm- 
ers than these two: Walter Brennan, 61 years old, and Brandon 
de Wilde, 14. 


The old man and the boy came back to Albany Tuesday to 
attend the premiere of their new Warner Brothers picture, 
“Goodbye, My Lady,” and the little south Georgia city couldn't 
have given them a warmer, more affectionate welcome if they 
had been Grace Kelly and her prince. 

The reason is easy to see. Both Walter Brennan and Bran- 
don de Wilde like Albany. 


“This is the best picture I ever made,’’ young Brandon 
assured me solemnly on the trip down from Atlanta. “‘I like 
the story Mr. Street wrote and they stuck to it. You know, 
sometimes the movies don’t stick to a story you like, but this 
time they did. And boy, did we have a good time while we were 
making the picture in Albany.” 

“Good to be coming back,” drawled Mr. Brennan in the 
slow, whimsical way that has endeared -him to generations of 
movie-goers. “I feel like an old settler in these parts, I’ve been 
‘coming down this way so many years.” 


Both Mr. Brennan and Brandon boarded the plane in At- 
lanta carrying books, but the use they made of the books re- 
flected their age. Brandon had two comic books and as soon 
as it was polite for him to stop talking to me he buried his young 
nose in ‘“‘Dick Tracy.’”’ Mr. Brennan’s volume was a wide, thin 
stiff-backed work setting forth the virtues of an $11,000 automo- 
bile. But he didn’t open it; he sat upon it. 


“Trouble with my back,”’ he drawled. ‘I found this thing 
in my car and it’s just right for sitting on when you take a trip. 
Then I have this to lean against.”’ 


He hauled out a square of plywood covered with a pillow 
case. The automobile book and the plywood protect him against 
the deceptive, spine-wrenching comfort of foam rubber and 
down cushions, he said. 

Before Brandon started with Dick Tracy he explained to 
me—with much the same grave, old-fashioned courtesy exhibited 
by his partner, Mr. Brennan—how his career started. His fa- 
ther, Frederick de Wilde (pronounced ‘de Willda’’) was already 
in the theater and his mother, Eugenia de Wilde, was a former 
actress. Mr. de Wilde was stage-managing the play, ‘“‘A mem- 
ber of the Wedding,’’ and brought the casting director home for 
dinner. 


“She’s a friend of ours and she told my mother and father 
she’d like to have me read for the boy’s part,’’ Brandon said. 
“T was seven then. My parents said they didn’t want me in the 
theater, but they finally said I could read for the part. They 
didn’t much think I’d get it—but I did.” 


Brandon went from the stage to the movie version of the 
play and then into ‘‘Shane.’”’ Since then he has been back and 
forth between Hollywood and his New York home more than 
40 times, doing plays, television programs and movies. Between 
trips he goes to New Lincoln School, plays baseball, football and 
swims, takes ‘‘not-very-good”’ movies with his new motion pic- 
ture camera and writes short stories.
